My dear Mrs. Morgan, 

Having learned that you are the member of 
the Library board in charge of acquisitions,I should like to 
tell you,as I did Mr. Stone,and Mr. Morse of the Friends of 
theWayland Library,last week,sabout some papers which I have 
had compiled which may be of interest to you. 


My father,Edwin Sherman,grew up near Sherman's bridge,and 

spent most of his free time as a boy,on and along the Sudbury 
river,and also,when he helped his father on the farm for four 
years after graduating from Wayland high school. He gained 

in these years a love of nature which influenced his later life, 


After a few years in Boston he went west,and he located in a 
new little town,ynow Sioux Falls,South Dakota,largely because 
the river there reminded him of the Sudbury. He also threw 
himself into the life of this little community and loved his 
town there as his ancestors had loved and worked for their 
towns here. And he gave the last ten years of his life almost 
entirely to civic work,especially to the development of parks, 
giving one to the town, developing it,getting a state park law 
passed,and so on, 


These papers,now typed in book form,consist chiefly of letters 
to the tewn papers and speeches on various occasions, 
in furtherance of his civic interests,and chiefly for parks. 


There are references,however,to early life in Wayland, quotations 
from New England poets,knowledge shown of what was being done 

in Boston for parks and playgrounds,linking New England and 
Midwestern interests. For this reason I thought you might care 
to glance over these papers. 


I am going to bring over a selection from this book of papers 
Saturday afternoon to the Wayland library. I hope you can be 
there some time during the afternoon, Or I will gladly bring 
them at another timesor you might be driving in this direction 
and stop to.see them here, 


Spending the summer in Sudbury and close to Wayland is a great 
joy. I envy people who live here,and am very glad to have this 
opportunity before returning to the West to live, I have a 
double loyalty,to two regions, but strong for each.
